' Twelve lo twelve !" Such w;is the 
lanonic report of the Clerk to Mr. 
SPEAKER on Friday night. The vote 
was a tic; ami Mr. Speaker's vote was 
required to untie the knot. The com 
ralittee's report had been before the 
House for more than n week. The 
debate had been vigorous and, on the 
part of tho government, acrid and in- 
sulting. Tho Opposition brought for- 
ward points that told .strongly against 
the government, and the ministry 
"staggered" from tho oflTocts of tho 
ahock. The government support was 
melting away. Won by the facts 
which tho Opposition had presented 
t he government majority of eight had 
dwindled almost lo a minority. Since 
the opening of the session five sup 
porters had crossed the lloor 10 swell 
the ranks of the Opposition; and it is 
i.afe to say that had the debate con 
tinned another day the government 
would have been beaten. Every en 
gino was set in motion and every 
underling the government could in- 
duce to take part in the disreputable 
business were used to prevent the Op- 
position carrying the Mouse by storm. 
The scene on the last two days was so 
disgusting that the reporters refused lo 
commit it to paper; but it is a notori- 
ous and disgraceful fact and one which 
will redound to the everlasting dis- 
credit of tho ministry that the unfor 
tunate weakness of more than one 
member, and they were kept in a con 
dition which rendered them incapable 
of recognizing right from wrong. 
The great crowd who chocd the gal 
leries and every avenue leading there 
loon Friday night witnessed the de- 
grading spectacle which pained them 
beyond the power of expression. It is 
safe to assume thai had the members re- 
ferred to been "clot bed and in their right 
minds'' the vote, in place of being a tie, 
would have proved a victory for the 
popular side. The Opposition had 
established the responsibility of the 
government for overexpenditure on 
drydoclc account. ft had proved 
that thev were accountable for the 
.•$200,000 or SnOO.OOO extra cost that 
has been incurred in consequence of 
i ho fatal blunder of the executive. The 
terms of thodisastrous bargain with Can 
ada, under which the Dominion govern- 
ment may take possession of the works 
and finish the dock at provincial expense 
and the suppression and garbling of 
dispatches, had been established with 
a circumstantiality of detail that com- 
manded tho popular approval. Perched 
upon his "throne" Mr. Speaker had 
heard the cogent arguments advanced 
by the Opposition and had listened, 
with a face that in spite of hi 
efforts ill-concealed his contempt, to the 
flimsy excuses of the three culprits, 
fie knew how specious ihe pleading; 
how false the facts, and how discredit- 
able and unmanly the excuses they had 
put forward. He saw on the Op- 
position side a body of earnest men, 
whose sole object was to snatch a great 
national work from impending ruin. 
He saw on one sido a body of respon- 
sible men upon whom will fall, in com- 
mon with many of their fellowcilizens, 
the financial burthen of making good 
the tremendous losses which the mis- 
takes of this government havo inflicted 
upon the country; and he saw on the 
other side — directly beneath his nose — • 
three ministers, all of whom have ex- 
hibited the most shameful incapacity 
in the conduct of public affairs and two 
of whom can chuckle over the reflection 
that they have not a single dollar's 
worth of property in tho world that 
the tax-collector can place his hands 
upon, and that all they contribute to 
the provincial revenue upon which they 
make heavy monthly drafts is the sum 
the average Chinaman deposits in 
the strong-box at the muzzle of a po- 
liceman's pistol ! Mr. Speaker raw 
and knew all this; but it, appealwl 
neither to his head, his heart nor his 
understanding. He had been put there 
to serve the government in an emerg- 
ency; he knew that he was raised to the 
chair, not because lie possesses any 
merit of iiis own-- for he is sadly de- 
ficient in the qualities that make a good 
Speaker — but for the reason that if 
t lie government ever got into a tight 
place lie could and would kelp them 
out of it, The government were not 
disappointed on Friday night, although 
the country was. The Speaker cast 
his vote with the ''ivop.s" and saved the 
hardpressed government for tho second 
time this session. The government, 
therefore who have violated all claim to 
public confidence, are maintained in 
power by the votes of certain members 
who are conducted to and from the 
House like prisoners between their 
guards and by Mr. Speaker. The 
government have escaped, but only for 
a short time. Friday's vote of "twelve 
to twelve" is the "handwriting on the 
wall" which forecasts the early and ef- 
fectual extinction of an incompetent, 
corrupt and indolent ministry, whose 
tenure of office from day to day could 
not be insured by the most reckless ac- 
ccident insurance oflico in the world at 
an extrahazardous premium.

To reach tile field of 
his labors ho will pass through this city 
and go by the Northern Pacific to Pon 
d'Oreille and thence by tho Kootonai. A 
portion of last year's survey staff ia win- 
tering at Fort Calgarry, and will again 
engage in the Rockies this summer. C. E. 
Perry and party, now on tho South Sas- 
katchewan, will be transferred to Major 
Rogers in the spring, and a third party 
will be dispatched from Winnipeg, via 
Bismarck, at an early date. 

It is about decided to adopt the Mob- 
erly or Columbia river route* which will 
cross the mountains about 100 miles north 
of the boundary line, instead of the more 
northerly route heretofore favored. The 
Moherly route will cross the Columbia 
river twice at the great bend, and it i> 
this which makes it a matter of commer- 
cial importance to Portland and Wash- 
ington territory; for by means of the Col- 
umbia river and the N'.

THE LATEST MISSISSIPPI HORROR 

A PASSENCER STEAMER DESTROYED 
AND THIRTY-FIVE LIVES LOST. 



Mkmphis, March 30. — The steamer 
Golden City when approaching the 
wharf this morning at half-past four 
o'clock was discovered to bo on fire by 
the s e md engineer, Robert Kelly. The 
boat was headed for shore, and four 
minutes afterwards she touched the 
wharf at the foot of Beale street, where 
a coal tleel was moored. A line was 
hastily thrown and made fast to one of 
the coal barges. The current being 
swift it soon parted and the burning 
.steamer floated on down the river, a 
mass of flames, with many of the passen- 
gers and crew aboard, who were unable 
to roach the .shore and wore lost. The 
Golden City left New Orleans Satur- 
day en route to Cincinnati. She vcar- 
ried a crew of about sixty, and about 
forty cabin passengers, fifteen of whom 
were ladies and nine children, ller 
cargo consisted of 300 tons, among 
which was a lot of jute. 

When she tloatcd off from the wharf 
about twenty passengers and crew 
jumped aboard a barge, which floated 
down stream, but they were rescued 
by the. harbor boat. It is estimated 
that 3a lives are lose. She had whistl- 
ed to land and the watchman went 
among the dock passengers to notify 
them thatMernphis was being approach- 
ed. Tlie bottom of his lamp dropped 
into the jute, and before the names
